It is prefumed, that a more capital Collection of the valuable Works 
of the Italian , Dutch , Flemijlo , French, and Fnglijh Schools, were never 
offered to the Public, or more worthy the Attention of the learned 
Connoilfeurs. 
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JT has been often remarked fince the revival of the Arts, that though Eng¬ 
land had produced many extraordinary Statesmen, Generals, Hiftorians,, 
and Poets, yet fihe had never given birth to one celebrated Painter.—- 
This obfervation is now become obfolete, and may fafely be contradidt- 
ed ; as all Europe feems at prefent to look on us with a jealous eye r 
beholding an affemblage of Artills excellent in a very high degree, in 
the feveral branches which they profefs; fo that if works fuperlatively 
fine, are to be fought after in Painting or Sculpture, London mu ft take 
the lead, as it is acknowledged the Centre of Perfection; the Profeflors 
having the Glory of annihilating the obfervation above alluded to, and by 
their Diligence, Tafte, and Genius proving that her Citizens are not only 
equal, but fuperior in the fine Arts to the reft of themoft refined nations. It 
muft be confeffed, however, that theprofpedt of improvement was gloomy 
and unpromifing, and the progrefs to the prefent ftate was flow and gra¬ 
dual, owing to fome unaccountable fatality: it feemed as if all Genius 
and Talents in that way were frozen up or impoflible to be called forth 
into adtion, as it appears there was not wanting encouragement in the 
Princes who governed this Country, for even the boifterous and fierce 
Harry, encouraged many Artifts ; partly protedled * Holbein, and

* It is recorded that aNobleman of high rank forced himfelf (malapropos) into Holbien’s room whilft 
he was painting a Lady, and the Painter, rafhly threw him down flairs; but.recollecting himfelf, he 
flew to the King to implore his clemency—The King promifed him pardon if the ftory he told was 
true j at the inftant the Lord.arrived to complain of the infult, but unfairly concealed the provocation,.

Tcvered his Talents, of which inftances are recorded, and monuments 

of the Pencil of that celebrated Mailer, are (till preferved and admired. 

In the reign of Elizabeth that glorious Queen, though not prodigal, yet 

fhe difpenfed her bounties to thofe Painters who prefented themfelves 

at her Court, Zuccaro, De Heere, Kettel, &c. and-fat to each of them 

for her Portrait. The next century in the reign of that polite gentleman 

Charles the firft ; a group of the moil renowned Painters took fhelter in 

his Court, and were then bidding fair to found a fchool and academy 

that would have furpafled all our neighbours, when a deluge of fana- 

ticifm overturned the conftitution, and laid the Arts proilrate; from 

which lethargic ftate though there has been fome little glimmerings or 

ftruggles, yet the bright revival of them was referved till the glorious 

eera of his prefent Majefty’s Acceftion to the Throne, by whole gracious 

prote&ion, fofteringkindnefs, and bounty, that fpark of genius which 

/ 

was barely feen has been blown into fo full a blaze, as to draw the 
attention of all Europe towards this Country, and give us that decided 
pre-eminence which we are entitled to boaft of, as it produces fo much 
national utility and profit. It is in this place proper to obferve, that 
from the enlightened days of Charles the firft, thro’ the gloomy ages 
that followed down to the prefent times, there has not been wanting a 
fucceffion of Noblemen, Gentlemen, and others, known by the appella¬ 
tion of Connoifteurs, who have been by fome erroneoufly looked upon 
in an invidious light, as neglecting the living merit. To thefe colle&ors, 
however, and to their care and diligence, it is owing that we have thofe 
beautiful Repofitories of Art, which have been tranfmitted from hand 

to 

which being perceived by the angry Monarch, he reproached him, and broke out in that memorable 
fpeecb, viz, u You have not to do with Holbien, but with me; I tell you, of feven Peafants I can 
44 make as many Lords, but not one Holbien ; begone, and remember that if you ever pretend to re- 
44 yenge yourfelf, I fliall look upon any injury done to the Painter as done to myfelf.” 
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to hand to the prefent day, and without the aftiRance of thefe collec-. 
tions, and the rich Rores of taRe and knowledge they contain, we 
might Rill have remained in ignorance; they have alfo been the means 
of Rimulating the riling generation with the ardent delire of equalling 
Raphael, Coregio, Carracci, and Guido, and accelerating that happy and 
delirable period which we were labouring to attain. AmOngR thefe wor¬ 
thy and refpeCtable characters who have contributed to the prefervation 
of thofe choice memorials of the Old Mailers, we mull give a tribute of 
our praife and gratitude to the Memory of the late John Barnard, Efq. 
who by his talle, diligence, and an unbounded expence, formed the 
beautiful Collection now under our conlideration, feleCted from the 
moll conliderable Cabinets that have been difperfed in Europe for ages 
pall. The beauties of which with the utmoll liberality he was ever 
ready to exhibit to the Artift for inRruCtion, or the Connoifleur for 
pleafure. 

In this Collection it may be faid with confidence will be found Cu- 
riolities of the divine Raphael, and the various Schools of Italy; as alfo 
the Elite of the Works of Rubens, Van Dyke, and the other Flemilh 
and Dutch Mailers. Thefe Drawings are in a Ryle that will convey 
knowledge even to our moR learned and eminent ArtiRs, and in many 
refpeCts are preferable to Pictures, for they exhibit that enthufiaflic 
rapture which infpired the painter at the inflant he conceived the bold, 
the great, or the elegant idea, and by the help of them, the very mind 
and foul of the man is traced out and difclofed, more than in a laboured, 
polilhed Picture; therefore they cannot be too highly eRimated, or too 
intently Rudied. I he fources from whence Mr. Barnard drew fuch.

PH, The initials of Philip Henry L’Anchrinck, Efq. both on prints 
and drawings. He was page to Charles the Firft, and a colle&or at 
that time. 


P L P eter Lely, a name well known; a great collector of both 
prints and drawings, in the reign of Charles the Second ; gene¬ 
rally good.

Mr. Arthur Pond, painter, had a large collection of drawings, which 
were fold by auCtion after his death, in 1759. There was no mark on 
them, but his drawings have on the back, at the left hand corner, the 
number wrote with a pen, and often we find true A.Pond alfo at the 
other corner. 




On drawings, is the mark of John Peter Zoomers, a Dutch 
gentleman, he was a great friend to Rembrandt, at whofe houfe 
Rembrandt did many of his belt pieces. 



We often find on the face of drawings a fmall letter, with a number 
following, wrote in a neat fmall hand—thefe, were in the collection of 
Lord Sommers. 


John Tahlman, Efq. had borders with a variety of devices in bright 
burnifhed gold round his drawings, andfometimes you find three T’s in

MR. On the front of prints, and on the back of drawings, are the 
initials of Michael Ryfbrack flatuary, who fold his collection in 
February, 1764. He had but few drawings, but his. prints were very 
numerous and fine. 

On drawings, was Nicolini Haym, a Mufician, who fold his col- 
leCtion in his life time in London. 

EP The letters found on prints that were collected by the Rev. Mr. 

Prideaux, they were afterwards the property of a Colonel of that 
name killed in America, in the campaign in 1757. 

An is on a number of drawings fome of which are good, and 

was the mark of Nathaniel Hone, a portrait painter. 

A very fmall R. done with a ftamp, is the fignature of Jonathan 
Richardfon, jun. fon of the painter; who, after he had fold his father’s 
cabinet, made a very large collection in a hurry. Sold after his death at 
Langford’s, in February 2 772. 

VH. On drawings, is the mark of Van Haaken, & drapery painter,, 
about 1760. He had nothing very capital. 

On drawings, is Thomas Hudfon portrait painter, they were fold 
after his death in March, 1779. He had a large collection, and' 
many very fine ones.
